A sou r reaction greeted a p rop osal in 
the U.S. Hou se of Rep resentativ es to giv e 
the chief ju stice of the United States and 
his associates on the Su p reme Cou rt anoth­ 
er p ay Increase. They were giv en $4.500 
last y ear. This one wou ld hav e been 
$3,000. 
Members of the Su p reme Cou rt got their 
1964 increase in the same p ay -grab bill 
that took care of members of Congress 
and ju dges in lower federal cou rts. 
Unfortu nately , the sou r reaction for the 
1%5 increase was based on the wou nded 
feelings of legislators p eev ed at the Su ­ 
p reme Cou rt for decisions it had made. 
It amou nted to say ing that congressmen 
reserv ed the right to p u nish ju dges for 
not deciding cases to su it legislators. 
There was a v alid reason for qu estion­ 
ing the increase. 
Members of the Su p reme Cou rt do not 
liv e in p ov erty Ju stices receiv e $39..500 a 
y ear. The chief ju stice gets $40,000 All 


can retire at 70 with fu ll p ay and are not 
requ ired to contribu te any p art of their 
salaries to a retirement fu nd. Their wiv es 
are entitled to p ensions. 
There is more to their jobs than the 
money they can make. Granted that they 
mu st hav e enou gh to liv e resp ectably — 
and they ’re getting it — the honor of sit­ 
ting on the highest cou rt is the real 
reward, 
It is not known that any lawy er ev er 
tu rned down a Su p reme Cou rt ap p oint­ 
ment becau se he cou ld not afford it. That 
wu ld be an u nex p ected and su rp rising 
reaction. 
If all gov ernment p ositions are to be 
made su bject to the ru le that nothing is 
too good for p u blic jobholders — that they 
are entitled to ev ery thing that can be 
squ eezed ou t of the p u blic p u rse — there 
can be no p oint of satiety . 
Something besides p ay is inv olv ed in 
p u blic serv ice in high p ositions. Or some­ 
thing shou ld be. 


IF YOU’RE accu stomed to 
thinking in p oly sy llables and 
relish comp lex issu es, this one 
is right u p y ou r alley . 
Bu t if that’s the case, y ou ’re 
in a minority among Ohio v ot­ 
ers. And by the time this p ar­ 
tisan 
ru cku s on reap p ortion­ 
ment is ov er, ev en the most in­ 
telligent v oter may be more 
than a little confu sed. 
Reap p ortionment 
w a s 
a 
clou dy issu e from the start 
when Rep u blicans p u shed their 
p lan throu gh the Ohio General 
Assembly in sp ecial session late 
last y ear. 
That’s the p lan calling for ap ­ 
p ointment of an ap p ortionment 
board with broad discretionary 
au thority in doling ou t Hou se 
seats on the basis of one rep ­ 
resentativ e for each 69,000 p eo­ 
p le — or thereabou ts. 
It will ap p ear on May ballots 
as Issu e No. 3 — the issu e that 
Democrats, with a hefty assist 
from organized labor, are ou t 
to derail. 


THIS IS where the term “frac- 
tionalization” crop s u p . 
Instead of u sing 69.000 as the 
p op u lation basis for a fu ll v ote, 
the Democrats p rop ose 8 0,000.

In dep loring the trend and 
u rging more women to head u p 
the ex ecu tiv e ladder, the Na­ 
tional Cou ncil of Administrativ e 
women in edu cation rev ealed 
these statistics: 
In 1939, there were 765 women 
su p erintendents 
and 
assistant 
su p erintendents of school. 
In 
1962 — the last y ear figu res 
are av ailable — there are 222. 
Women once dominated the 
field of elementary p rincip als 
bu t their ratio had drop p ed from 
56 p er cent in 1951 to 37 p er 
cent 10 y ears later — for a 
total of 10,374. 
In the same decade, women 
p rincip als in ju nior and senior 
high schools declined from 18 
p er cent to 3.8 p er cent, with 
the latest total at a mere 375. 
In 1928 . eight of the 48 state 
su p erintendents 
of 
edu cation 
were women. Now it’s o n e 
among 50. Miss Harriet Miller 
of Montana. 


colleges, ju st 62 of 644 are 
women and all bu t 11 are reli­ 
giou s heads of Catholic women’s 
institu tions. 
And, the rep ort continu ed, “in 
an era of bu rgeoning college 
enrollments, when 40 p er cent 
of the Bachelor's degrees are 
awarded to women, why do 
women rep resent only 20 p er 
cent of college and u niv ersity 
facu lties?” Fu rther, why are 
only 25.000 of 140.000 college 
p rofessors women? 
The administrativ e women of­ 
fer some of their own reasons. 
“Women lack career driv e,” 
their rep ort said. “There is no 
dou bt of the p rimacy of lov e, 
marriage and family in the p lans 
of most y ou ng women, inclu ding 
the most scholarly and brilli­ 
ant.” 
Besides the old m a r r i a g e 
v ersu s 
career 
fight, 
women 
are relu ctant to take on the re­ 
sp onsibilities of school admini­ 
stration 
Some interru p t their 
careers to hav e children, or may 
p refer a deadhead job in the 
same commu nity as their hu s­ 
bands. with no disru p tion of 
home life throu gh mov ing to an­ 
other town. 


ALTHOUGH the rep ort giv es 
no comp arison with the p ast 
among college and u niv ersity 
p residents, again there are few 
women. Of 1,495 p residents of 
fou r-y ear institu tions, only 117 
are women. Eight of these are 
nu ns who head Catholic wom­ 
en’s colleges.

AND FEW WOMEN h a v e 
enou gh higher edu cation to hand­ 
le the higher jobs. A National 
Edu cation 
Association 
su rv ey 
showed 
that of almost 1.5(W 
teachers, only one tenth of 1 
p er cent had doctorates. Finan­ 
cing more higher edu cation is 
difficu lt for some women — 
they are relu ctant to borrow 
money and delay marriage to 
p ay off their debts. 
In 
addition few women 
are 
p rep ared for college teaching 
jobs where shortages are great­ 
est, su ch as p hy sics and mathe­ 
matics. 
Bu t. the cou ncil rep ort hast­ 
ens to say . women administra­ 
tors can do the job. A Univ er­ 
sity of Florida stu dy has shown 
that women p rincip als op erate 
more democratically than men 
22 p er cent of the time and 
that 
p arents rank schools with 
women p rincip als more effectiv e 
than those with men. 
It’s time, said the cou ncil, to 
get 
rid of that idea 
t h a t 
“woman’s p lace is in the sp lit- 
lev el home.” 


This might be a p rop er Ume 
to u p date ou r p rev iou s intenrn 
for gov ernmental economy and 
efficiency made by the Cou n­ 
cil for Reorganization of Ohio 
State Gov ernment (the Little 
Hoov er Commission). 
Of 511 sp ecific recommenda­ 
tions, 316 are now comp leted 
or u nder way . Of the total 511 
recommendations. 359 theoreti­ 
cally requ ire solely ex ecu tiv e 
action, 150 legislativ e action, 
one a constitu tional amendment 
and the last, congressional ac­ 
tion. 
Of the 316 recommendations 
comp leted or u nder way , 291 are 
of the administrativ e v ariety 
and 25 legislativ e. There are 
67 we either do not agree with 
or can’t get agreement on, su ch 
as the State Library incident 
y ou mentioned. 
This leav es 128, or abou t 25 
p er cent of the recommenda­ 
tions to go. Natu rally , these 
are all tou gh ones and will be 
cu t down one at a time. 
Ou r goal in the beginning and 
we still hop e to reach it, is to 
hav e action (or rejection with 
reasons) for each of the 511 
recommendations by the op en­ 
ing date of the 107th General 
Assembly . This means hav ing 
ev ery p roject comp leted or u n­ 
der way and in the legislativ e 
area hav ing the bills drafted 
with sp onsors for those we 
hop e to p ass. 
1 wou ldn’t be factu al if I in­ 
ferred we cou ld cov er these 
last 128 actions any qu icker. 
We are already making p lans 
for another assau lt on the rec­ 
ommendations not u nder way as 
soon 
as 
the 
legislatu re 
re­ 
cesses 
and 
my management 
staff is free. Their time has 
been p reemp ted with bu dget 
p rep aration 
and 
p resentation 
since October. 
By the bu dget and ap p rop ria­ 
tion p rocess we hav e begu n 
more action on recommenda­ 
tions. 
Since we started ou r p ro­ 
gram, we “sav ed” $7.5 million 
in general fu nd monies, which 
p aid off the school fou ndation 
deficiency for this y ear. 
We accu mu lated another $3.5 
million that enabled u s to giv e 
raises to most Mental Hy giene 
and Correction emp loy es, 
as 
well as all the welfare case 
workers. 
Ou r efforts in this p rogram, 
along with an ex p anding econ­ 
omy . are allowing u s to in­ 
crease ex p enditu res $200 mil­ 
lion dollars in the coming bien­ 
niu m with no new or increased 
tax es. 
The su mmary from ou r 1964 
annu al rep ort giv es insight into 
dollar sav ings: $7.7 million is 
going to edu cation between now 
and Ju ne 30; $21 million in 
highway fu nds is being conv ert­ 
ed into more miles of highway ; 
the Highway Safety money gav e 
the Highway Patrol their first 
major p ay increase in y ears; 
Wildlife 
fu nds 
are 
p rov iding 
more fishing and hu nting fa­ 
cilities and Liqu or fu nds p ro­ 
v ided p ay adju stments for li­ 
qu or store emp loy es.

E X c 1 u d ing u niv ersity em­ 
p loy es there are fewer state 
emp loy es in non-u niv ersity p o­ 
sitions than there were in 1961.

Tho rpe’s pro po sal, this news­ 
paper said there was no clear 
idea thro ug ho ut Ohio h o w 
much o f the wo rk o f the peo ­ 
ple who serv ed o n the co m­ 
missio n had been g iv en a 
chance to sho w results and 
asserted: 
“ It wo uld be an ex cellent

. . . The histo ry o f repo rts like 
the o ne made by the Little 
Ho o v er Co mmissio n

Schoolmarm Lament

T here are now a record l l 
million schoolm arm s — twice 
as m any as m ale teachers — 
but the ladies just don’t want 
to be boss the way they used 
to be.

drop in women school and col­ 
lege executives in the last 20 
years. 
In 
deploring the trend and 
urging m ore women to head up 
the executive ladder, the Na­ 
tional Council of A dm inistrative 
women 
in education 
revealed 
these statistics 
In 1939, there w ere 765 women 
superintendents 
and 
assistant 
superintendents 
of 
school 
In 
1962 — the last y ear figures 
are available — there are 222. 
Women once dom inated the 
field of elem entary principals 
but their ratio had dropped from 
56 per cent in 1951 to 37 per 
cent IO years later — for a 
total of 10.374. 
In the sam e decade, women 
principals in junior and senior 
high schools declined from 18 
per cent to 38 per cent, with 
the latest total at a m ere 375. 
In 1928, eight of the 48 state 
superintendents 
of 
education 
w ere 
women. 
Now

am ong 50. Miss H arriet M iller 
of M ontana. 


ALTHOUGH the report gives 
no com parison with

home life through moving to an­ 
other town. 


AND FEW WOMEN h a v e 
enough higher education to hand­ 
le the higher jobs. A National 
Education 
Association 
survey 
showed 
that 
of 
alm ost 
1.500 
teachers, only one tenth of I 
per cent had doctorates. Finan­ 
cing m ore higher education is 
difficult 
for 
some 
women 
— 
they are 
reluctant to borrow 
m oney and delay m arriage to 
pay off their debts. 
In addition few women are 
prepared 
for college teaching 
jobs w here shortages are g reat­ 
est, such as physics and m athe­ 
m atics. 
But. the council report hast­

In this age of central heating and air conditioning, bril­ 
liant artificial light and yes- thermal underwear, the pass­ 
ing of one season and the advent of another might go un­ 
noticed if it were not tor a reminder on the calendar.

As the first Gemini spacecraft hurtles into orbit at four miles to a heart­ 
beat next Tuesday from Cape Kennedy, the Tri-State District, for years part 
of Am erica s “ R u h r” , w ill be projected more and more into the space age 
through its newest industry — titanium — which experts said died in 1957. 
Two East Liverpool neighbors are playing vital roles in the Gem ini ser­ 
ies, another step toward landing men on the moon in the next decade. 
“ M olly Brow n,” which w ill bear Astronauts V irg il Grissom and John VV. 
Young on a three-orbit flight, is made of titanium produced at the Toronto 
facility of Titanium Metals Corp. of Am erica (Tim et)— the oldest firm in the 
industry and the only one to specialize exclusively in the light, tough metal — 
and at the titanium division of the Midland Works of the Crucible Steel Co. 
Timet claims it is not nervous about the approaching flight, explaining it bas been 
through the “ pressure cooker’’ six times in the Mercury series. “ We know our part works,’’ 
an employe at the Toronto plant said succin ctly. 


THE 15TH BIRTHDAY of the industry this year coincides with the organization of Titan­ 
ium Metals, which took over the old Follansbee plant on Route 7 in 1957. 
Earl Neeb, plant manager who was the tirst Timet employe on the Toronto scene, re­ 
calls. “ Experts thought we had gone mad when we elected to open our plant in Novem- 
oer. 1957. 
“ The industry was caught in the midst of a depression so punishing that shipments 
had fallen to about 6 per cent of capacity. W e felt that it titanium could be made better. 
it could be sold cheaper and would survive. 
“ The rest is history — three expansions since 1961, employment past the 90(1 mark and 
an annual payroll exceeding $6 million ” 
The experts who wrote titanium's obituary in 1957 now are talking about 2.000 mile an 
hour titanium airplanes, deep *

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
congressional committee today 
released a report two years old 
that raps the U.S. space agency 
for withholding information on 
Soviet space activities from the 
American people 
A committee spokesman said 
the findings are still valid. 
Unless Americans know what 
the Russians are doing, “ they 
cannot judge whether the Unit­ 
ed States is ahead, behind or at 
least keeping pace with Soviet 
space efforts.” said the House 
Government Operations report 
submitted to Congress. 
The slap on the hands came 
two days after the Russians had 
achieved a new headline-grab­ 
bing space feat with their acro­ 
batic cosmonaut. 
The report is based on hear­ 
ings held bv a foreign opera­ 
tion subcommittee in the spring 
of 1963. 
The group’s report said its 
investigations fully substantiate
